Over eighty Farm Women’s Un¬ 
ion of Alberta delegates attended 
the joint conference of the East 
and West MacLeod areas, held in 
the Oddfellow's Hall, In Vulcan, on 
Saturday, June 3rd, beginning at 
10:00 a.m. Locals from High Riv¬ 
er, West High River, Nanton, Sta- 
vely, Berrywater, Red Cross, Ar- 
rowwood, Okotoks and DeWinton 
were represented. Mrs. H. B. 
Macleod of High River, F.W.U.A. 
director for District 12, presided 
t at all sessions of the conference. 

Mayor W. D. Allan welcomed the 
delegates, on behalf of the Town 
of Vulcan, at the beginning of the 
afternoon session. 

Mrs. Ruth MacBride, former U. 
•F.W.A. director, visiting from the 
States, recalled travelling from the 
Arrowood district to Berrywater 
many years ago, with horse and 
buggy, over country unmarked by 
roads, to attend her first U.F.W.A. 
meeting. She emphasized the fact 
of Individual responsibility, in re¬ 
paying, in both community and 
national life, the richness we en¬ 
joy, through no effort of our own. 

In her opening remarks. Mrs. H. 
B. MacLeod pointed- out the nec¬ 
essity for living our Christian 1- 
deals, before they are lost to us. 
Only by living our Christian ide¬ 
ology, she asserted, can we com¬ 
bat the Communist ideology, which 
is sweeping the world today. Mrs. 
MacLeod also outlined the program 
of the United "Nations for raising 
the status of women throughout 
the world, since where women are 
educated, backward countries do 
not exist. 

On behalf of the Canadian Forest¬ 
ry Association, Mr. Homer Mont¬ 
gomery of Nanton outlined for the 
delegates the twenty-year "program 
in progress for preserving the 
forests on the Eastern Slope of the 
Rockies, in order to maintain the 
Saskatchewan River, life-line of 
the prairies, in the years to come 
The fact that in New York and 
Southern States water rationing 
is now in effect, should act as a 
grim warning to the people of Al¬ 
berta, where, in 1949, 613,000 ac¬ 
res of timber was burned.

$50,000 Loss At 
Champion When 
Garage Burned

Fire which destroyed the large 
cinder block garage and service 
station of W. I. Harris, on June 1 
at 10:30 p.m. resulted in a loss 
of about $50,000. 

Mr. Harris -and three others, 
Lome Lucas. Ernie Kranzler and 
Uotjis Graff, were working in the 
garage when a container of gas¬ 
oline ignited. 

Mr. Lucas, in attempting to car¬ 
ry the flaming mass outside, spil¬ 
led some of the gas on his clothes 
which caught fire. The container 
fell to the floor and exploded blow¬ 
ing out both east and west walls, 
of the building. 

A fire extinguisher was played 
on, Mr. Lucas, saving him from 
more serious bums. He • received 
medical attention at the Carman- 
gay hospital. 

Mr. Harris suffered burns to his 
hands and lower part ef face in 
crawling along the floor to close 
the safe doors which contained 
important records-. 

Cars belonging to Irvine Beaub- 
ier, Louie Graff and Mr. Harris 
were completely destroyed along 
with two brand new trucks and 
an older one. owned by Mr. Harris 
and one owned by George Wright. 
A year-old tractor, property of Er¬ 
nest Rhodes Jr., was also burned. 

Adarge coal house on the pro¬ 
perty of Elsworth Stewart, close 
by. fell prey to the flames. 

Champion was plunged into 
darkness shortly after the fire 
siren sounded, the main power 
line that serves the town having 
been burned, handicapping the 
local fire fighters as the electric 
pumps were of *io u*e. 

The loss is only partly covered 
by Insurance. 

Mr. Harris has now re-opened 
for business in his old garage.

theme of "Blueprint for Action." 
The three-day Institute was de¬ 
signed to create an informed group 
of women in all parts of the pro¬ 
vince. versed in all aspects of the 
coordinated cancer control pro¬ 
gramme. One member from each 
Institute Branch m the southern 


part of the province was selected 
to attend tlv* Institute. 

During their three-day Course 
the students heard lectures from 
outstanding specialists in the Can¬ 
cer field, in the various agencies 
enjoyed in the all-out fight again¬ 
st cancer. Demonstrations of arien- 
tific equipment used in the mod¬ 
ern detection and treatment or 
cancer weie also given to the 160 
Women's Institute delegates. 

Of special interest to the local 
delegates was the lecture given by 
Dr. G. D. Carson. Psychiatrist in 
charge of ".he Provincial Guidance 
Clinics in Calgary and a former 
Vulcan boy.

United Church 
25th Anniversary 
Services on Sunday 

The United Church of Canada 
will be 25 years old this coming 
Saturday June 10th. Services ap¬ 
propriate to the occasion are be- 
itjg observed throughout Canada 
this coming weekend. The cele¬ 
brations will be held in the Vul¬ 
can United Church at the reguar 
worship services on Sunday June 
tlth, at 11 a.m.. and at 7:30 p.m. 
Reception of members and the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
will be held in the morning Wor¬ 
ship. At the close of the evening 
Worship, there will be a social 
hour in the Church Hall. The Rev. 
A. R. Schrag, one-time Minister of 
the Vuleai Church, and commis¬ 
sioner to the first General Council 
of the United Church in 1925, will 
be the speaker for the day. 

Though the United Church of 
Canada Is perhaps the youngest 
Church In Canada, its background 
is from the beginning of the 
Christian Church. At the time of 
the Protestant Reformation, there 
were several main streams of 
church movements. As the years 
went by many subdivisions came 
into being. So we find that in the 
nineteenth century with divisions 
among older denominations, and 
the formations of new ones, that 
Protestantism seemed to spend 
more energy maintaining its di¬ 
visions than in proclaiming the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

However in Canada, there were 
those who saw the foolishness of 
carrying over divisions that had 
occurred in the Old Countries of 
Europe, and which were aggra¬ 
vated In the United States. So in 
1875 after n series of minor un¬ 
ions, four branches of the Presby¬ 
terian Church united to form the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
Likewise a similar union took palce 
among the branches of the Meth¬ 
odist Church in 1884. At the be¬ 
ginning of the twentieth Century, 
the Congregational Churches for¬ 
med a single denomintaion. 

With the opening of Western 
Canada to settlement, choices had 
to be made as to how the Church¬ 
es were going to provide services 
to the newcomers to the prairies. 
Those who put the importance of 
providing the preaching of the 
Gospel above sectarian viewpoint, 
worked ar providing a solution. 
Agreements were made among the 
3 churches most willing to co-op¬ 
erate. In the smaller towns, where 
one church was established, the 
others refrained from going. Some¬ 
times changes were - made to di¬ 
vide large areas among the co¬ 
operating Church. Often local Un¬ 
ion churches were formed. This 
was the case in Vulcan. At the 
time of the larger Union there 
were some 1300 of these locnl Un¬ 
ion Churches. 

Negotiations we're .carried on 
from 19«t2 forward. Agreement 
was reached on a statement of 
Faith. For the Christian fqith is 
essentially the same; and its sta¬ 
tement varied liMle among the 
Churches affected. There were 
differences In methods of Church 
governments: but compromises

the blood immediately and free of charge. 

To supply the needs of the sick and the injured, 
over 700 blood donors are needed every week in Al¬ 
berta. The Canadian Red Cross Blood Transfusion 
Service is the sole source of supply. The blood must 
be collected each week from voluntary donors in the 
cities, towns And hamlets wherever clinics are con¬ 
ducted. Human lives depend upon the success of each 
clinic.they depend upon the response of cit¬ 

izens in each community where clinics are held. Don¬ 
ors are only called once, or at most twice a year. This 
means that you are only asked to give one half hour 
of your time, plus a small amount of your blood each 
year to save a life. Is that asking too much?

was one. 

Over here, rather than sing or play “Rule Brit¬ 
annia’ in the Canadian Navy, they will now play “The 
Maple Leaf” or "O Canada," not that we blame them 
for it, but neither has the blood stirring qualities of 
these thunderous bars of “Rule Britannia."

Conserve Moisture

Considerable experimental data 
has been gathered at the Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station at Swift 
Current, Saskatchewan, regarding 
moisture losses from sumrrierfal- 
lowed fields. 

On one series of tests it was 
found that the depth of moisture 
in stubble land before commenc¬ 
ing summer-fallow operations was 
21 inches. When fallow operations 
were started on this land on May 
I8th, the moisture was found to 
a depth of 36 inches by late fall. 
When summerfallowing was start¬ 
ed on May 30th, the moisture was 
found only to a depth of 27 in¬ 
ches by late fall, and where fal¬ 
low operations were not started 
until June 15th or later, moisture 
was found only to a depth of 24 
inches or less which equaled or 
was less than the amount in the 
land at the beginning of the sea¬ 
son. 

These figures also show that 
over half the moisture conserved 
was already present in the soil 
•before summerfullowing operat¬ 
ions were started. Therefore it 
would appear that during many 
years, the problem of conserving 
moisture is not so much a lack . 
oi rainfall, as it is of conserving 
tlie greater portion of precipitat-

In the first place the gardener 
should understand that he is us¬ 
ing the soil very intensively, very 
much more intensively in fact, 
than does the farmer. In a small 
plot of ground a great many 
things are giown and the same 
plot is used over and over again. 
Secondly, the fertilizer is being 
used for several purposes, not just 
to feed particular vegetables, flow¬ 
er or shrubbery, but to get big¬ 
ger and better blooms, earlier 
vegetables, and in some cases to 
bring on growth or maturity 
quickly before frost or to get 
ahead of disease or insects. 

There are Several Kinds 

There are two main classes of 
fertilizer, the ’‘natural" type like

Hogs and Cattle 

The federal minister of agricult¬ 
ure would not recommend that 
farmers in the prairie provinces 
should rush back into the pro¬ 
duction of hogs but he . thinks 
that it would be wise to increase 
cattle production. 

Said the minister: "Instead of 
cutting down the number of beef 
cattle on the fapns of Western 
Canada we ought to be increasing 
it on our farms. There never was 
a time when higher prices could 
be obtained for beef cattle and 
thtre never was « time when more 
money could be made in beef 
cattle than at present ... so I 
think we should be producing 
more and more cattle and we 
should be gradually getting into 
hogs. You can get into hogs in 
about a year's time but it takes 
about three years to get into two- 
year-old cattle and it is the two- 
year-olds that we want to’ sell. 
It is a mistake for farmers to be 
cutting their breeding hi-rds down 
simply because they can get a 
good price and are afraid that 
they are not going to be able to 
get it later." —Wheat Pool Bud-

Physical Activity 
Necessary During 
Child Development 

People are born with a body that 
needs vigorous activity to keep it 
i:i condition, and they have to re¬ 
spect that need or content them¬ 
selves with dwindling powers, says 
Dr. Daris W. Plewes in an article 

"Fitness is Their Heritage and 
You are Their Trustee”—in the 
current issue of the magazine 
HEALTH. 

The article appears in the 
"Health in the School" section of 
the magazine which is published 
by the Health League of Canada. 
Dr. Plewes is Assistant Director 
of Physical Fitness, Department of 
National Health and Welfare, Ot¬ 
tawa. • 

"Properly developed and main¬ 
tained vigorous aciivity is enjoy-- 
able and exhilarating," writes Dr. 
Plewes. "Most of us could be 
supple at 60 if we lived a physi¬ 
cally active life. When society re¬ 
gards physical illiteracy as de¬ 
plorably stupid and as socially 
unacceptable, then people will .de¬ 
vote attention to the development 
of physical ’ powers.” 

Dr. Plewes says men and wom¬ 
en engaged in commerce and in 
industry may not need the mus¬ 
cular development and the stren¬ 
gth of pioneers but good digestions 
sound hearts and lungs and a vig¬ 
orous well-developed body are 
necessities for an efficient an 1 
satisfactory life. * 

She describes bodies as being 
made up of 206 bones moved by 
696 muscles mobilized by thous¬ 
ands of nerve fibres and refresh¬ 
ed by 100,000 miles of blood ves¬ 
sels. All these are energized by 
a complex mechanism of internal 
organs. Designed for action, bod¬ 
ies are provided with remarkable 
devices for regeneration and re¬ 
pair. 

"However, Because the complex 
mechanisms of your body are sub¬ 
ject to wear and tear, to sabo¬ 
tage and to breakdown it does 


make a difference how you live," 
writes Dr. Plewes. "Improper food 
lowers energy supply, inadequate 
Exercise depletes physical effic¬ 
iency harmful substances sabotage 
nervous reactions. Emotional dis¬ 
turbances burn out some parts and' 
paralyze others." 

The chief business of a child Is 
to grow and develop. Physical act¬ 
ivities influence growth, but their 
chief contribution is to develop¬ 
ment. 

REDUCED ACREAGE 
IN MANITOBA 

Manitoba department of agricul¬ 
ture officials doubt whether much 


of the estimated 500,000 acres of 
flooded farm land will produce 
much more than feed this yvaF, 
forecasting a marked reduction in 
wheat and sugar beet acreage, and 
liossibly sunflowers, with more at¬ 
tention to barley, flax and sum- 
merfallow. 

Survey figures of the Bureau 
of Statistics show that poultry los¬ 
ses due to the flood have been 
heavy, but that other livestock 
losses have been limited. Market 
gardeners in the Winnipeg area 
have lost most of their bedding 
plants, their land is flooded, and 
the outlook is critical.

Grasses suitable for use In ma- gay 
king lawns in Northeastern Sask¬ 
atchewan are Kentucky Blue, 

Creeping Red FVscue and fairway 
Crested Wheat. Kentucky Blue is 
not drought-resistant and Is rec¬ 
ommended only where artificial 
waterings can be given or In ar¬ 
eas where there is ample moisture 
Creeping Red Fescue makes a 3 
closely knitted turf and will do 
well in many areas without arti¬ 
ficial waterings. Crested Wheat 
grass does not make a close turf 
but will stand a great deal of 
drought and Is therefore valuable 
in dry areas where artificial wat¬ 
ering is not practicable. 

Kentucky Blue grass should be 
seeded at th'e rate of one pound 
of seed to one hundred and fifty 
or two hundred square feet and 
creeping Red Fescue and Fairway 
Crested Wheat grass at the cate 
of one pound to one -hundred 
square.fret of lawn surface. 

Lawn seeding may be done at 
different times of the season. Or¬ 
dinarily the best time for this op¬ 
eration is about the end of May 
or the first week In June. Crest¬ 
ed Wheat grass may be seeded 
successfully Just before winter 
sets in or early m the spring. 

Small lawns can be seeded by 
hand, the seed raked in with a 
garden rake. Large lawns can be 
drilled in shallowly, using a seed 
drill.
